YEAST IS GOOD—BUT 


IT IS NOT CURE-ALL 


Madison— OP) —The highly ad 


vertlsed value of yeast 10 inclined 
to be much overrated with many 
persons, and claims for it as a 
cureall should be taken with res- 
ervations. 


This Is the conclusion of the U 


S. Department of Public Health. 
Its findings, quoted at length in 
a recent report received by the 
state board of health, declares 
that although the nutritive and 
health 
promoting qualities of 


yeast are recognized, other prod- 
ucts fill the purpose better. 


"Particular stress haa been 


placed on yeast's value in skin 
diseases and 
constipation," the 


government agency comments. 
"It does produce a laxative effect; 
but whether it is more valuab'e 
in this connection than some of 
our well known green, leafy vege- 
tables and fruits taken raw has 
not been shown." 


"Without doubt yeast has some 


medicinal value, but this value is 
certainly not so great nor unlver 
sal as to warrant its indiscrim- 
inate administration in ignorance 
of the condition one desires to 
correct. It is not that yeast will 
in itself actually do harm, but 
self treatment in generally to be 
condemned, because by so doing 
one may neglect a serious condi- 
tion until it is too late to apply 
the proper corrective.

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WATER POWER CONTROL 
Gov. Smith in his Denver speech 


raised the water power issue. It is a 
subject upon which he is qualified to 
speak because of his long resistance to 
the exploitation of power sources in 
New York state by private interests. 
He announces that he is for govern- 
ment ownership and control of the site 
and plant at the place of power gener- 
ation, by either the federal or state 
government. He did not say whether 
he was for government operation. It 
might be argued that he favors gov- 
ernment operation because of a state- 
ment in his address to the effect th£t 
leases were equivalent to giving away 
power rights. Whether there is an 
issue between Gov. Smith and 
Mr. 


Hoover over water power remains to 
be disclosed by the progress of the 
campaign and further utterances by 
the Republican nominee. 


We believe with Mr. Smith that out- 


standing sources of water power under 
the jurisdiction of the state or federal 
government should be retained under 
public ownership and control. We do 
not know that Mn Hoover is opposed 


- to this policy., He has announced that 


he is in favor of Boulder dam con- • 
•truction by the federal government. 
Mr. Smith seems to favor joint action 
by the interested states. Both are for 
public ownership and development 
Mr. Hoover has not announced his 
specific 
policy with reference 
to 


Muscle Shoals. There does not seem to 
be a divergence of views as yet. State 
policy is up to the states. 


"IIP Wisconsin super-progress has 


turned the water power sites o,vcr to 
private ownership and development. 
Super-progress created the State Rail- 
way commission to regulate utilities, 
private water power companies includ- 
ed. All of the water power develop- 
ment in Wisconsin since the late Sen- 
ator LaFolIette took over control of 
state affairs years ago has been by 
private capital, with the consent arid 
approval of the super-progressives. 
They seem to have disagreed with "Mr. 
Smith on this question. 


Ill his discussion of water power 


Mr. Smith skirted rather close to the 
demagogic, in word and 
manner. 


In some instances both his language 
and tone were intemperate. As one of 
his most sympathetic and faithful cor- 
respondents reported, he became "ar- 
rogant." 
It was not necessary to 


charge by inference that Mr. Hoover, 
after an eminent engineering career, 
service in the World war that enlisted 
worldwide-applause and an adminis- 
trative record of the highest order, is 
an enemy of the people and advocates 
subversive policies, for every sensible 
person knows that a man whose entire 
life has been given up to unselfish pub- 
lic service is not a corporation tool, nor 
anti-democratic. 


So far as liberalism goes, Mr. Hoov- 


er laid down at Newark economic 


% principles and a program of action 


^touching industry and labor of the 
most advanced character—so advanced 
in fact that the great labor leaders of 
the country enthusiastically praised it, 
the president of the United 
Mine 


Workers of America declaring it to be 
"a whole-hearted recognition of the 
rights and ideals of labor by the fore- 
most industrial statesman of modern 
times." It would be impossible for Mr. 


* Smith to take a more progressive or 


humanitarian labor stand. It simply 
could not be done. 
The insinuation 


then that Mr. Hoover believes in poli- 
cies of government which exploit the 
masses for the benefit of the few, that 
he supports the side of privilege, 
wealth and monopoly, is grossly un- 
fair. His Newark address is as com- 
plete a refutation of the charge as 
could be asked for. Everything in Mr. 
Hoover's career 
betokens progress 


rather than reaction. 


While indorsing Mr. Smith's posi- 


tive views on water power, we cannot 


subscribe to the inference against his 
opponent. Still, it would be possible to 
disagree with his conclusions without 
being subject to the accusation of 
"corporation leanings." 
Mr. Smith's 


advocacy of government ownership of 
the "God-given resources" of water 
power might consistently be extended 
to other God-given resources, such as 
coal, oil, minerals and various valuable 
resources which God put in or on this 
earth. But such policies have not as 
yet made much impression on the 
American people. Mr. Bryan advocated 
government ownership of the railroads 
with all the fervor of his soul. It was 
one of his cardinal doctrines, but it 
was never accepted by the American 
people. 


Much as many persons may believe 


in the principle of government owner- 
ship, they are fearful to undertake it 
under our loose system of government 
and depravity of our politics. They 


' are not to be censured for their views 


and the*y may be quite as right in their 
judgment as the politicians who preach 
a contrary doctrine. 
Regardless of 


whether the American policy of en- 
couragement to private ownership and 
initiative has been a failure or not, the 
fact remains that this is altogether the 
most prosperous nation in the world, 
that wealth is more generously dis- 
tributed among the plain people than 
anywhere in the world, and that the 
abundance of wealth to all is largely 
due to the genius of great industrial- 
ists, great organizers; to great under- 
takings and risks of capital, great in- , 
dustrial enterprise. The people are not 
all wrong and' everything is not in- 
jeopardy, including rights, blessings 
and opportunities, regardless of the exr 
treme statements and oratory of Gov. 
Smith. 


MORE GERM DANGERS 


Scientists have been encouraging 


their fellow-humans in the belief that 
man is fighting a winning battle 
against harmful germs. Bad epidemics 
have become fewer in recent years. 
Certain germ diseases have been kept 
.very well under control. The outlook 
has been getting steadily better. 


1 Now along conies Dr. A. Gottstein, 
chief German health officer, and tells 
an audience of Teutonic naturalists 
and physicians that there is a possibil- 
ity, of hitherto Harmless germs rising 
in revolt and becoming harmful to hu- 
man beings, while earlier pathogenic 
organisms adapt themselves to peace- 
ful residence in the human system and 
cease to make trouble. 
, 


This will be satisfactory news to 


those people who believe that all hap- 
piness and progress depend on con- 
tinual struggle with difficulties. On the 
other .hand, it is not»a particularly 
cheerful prospect to foresee a lot of 
previously mild-mannered germs sud- 
denly seeing red and attacking human 
beings. 


Possibly forewarned is forearmed, 


and the scientists will know how to 
fight these enemies when the need 
arises. 


ZEPPELIN PERFORMANCE 


AVith 82 persons aboard, the Count 


Zeppelin, Germany's giant new -dir- 
igible, made a nine-hour flight, devel- 
oping a speed of 81 miles an hour. Dr. 
Hugo Exkener, commander of the 
great airship, believes it will make 90 
miles an hour before they are through 
with their tests. 


After it has completed certain flights 


over Europe, under various climate 
and weather conditions, the zeppelin 
will cross the Atlantic to the United 
States.

THE FATAL ISBBOB IN THE LITTLE GREEN 


BOOK 


A friend malls mo a copy of a little green 


pocket manual on "First Aid and Resuscitation" 
Issued by the American Gas Association and the 
National Electric Llcht Association, for the in- 
struction of employee. In tfils little green book 
Is printed and pictured the prone pressure meth- 
od of resuscitation discovered and given to the 
world by Bchacfer, whose name. I regret to note, 
does not appear in this little green book. Scbae- 
fer is unquestionably the best authority on his 
own method. Schacfer's method Is not precisely 
the method described in this little creen book, 
though perhaps the difference may seem insig- 
nificant to one who has no fundamental knowl- 
edge of the physiology or respiration. 


In the little green book the student Is instruct- 


ed to place one of the subject's hands under the 
subject's 
face. 
Schaefer does not advise this. 


Who Is the authority for this modification of 
technic? No authority can be named. It Is mere- 
y an error that has crept In and is now re- 
alned because some of the organizations respon- 
sible for it dislike to acknowledge that they have 
made a mistake. Not that the slight elevation 
of the nose and mouth from the ground is of 
serious importance in cases of electric shock, gas 
asphyxiation and the like: but I hold it is of 
serious importance in cases of'submersion, and 
my ooinion about this is well sustained by an- 
other and graver mistake that appears in this 
ittle green book. 


The other mistake Is a picture showing a first 


aid operator "clearing water from the upper air 
passages" of a victim of submersion. The Instruc- 
ions accompanying this fatal mistake read as 
'oliows: "Raise the patient twice as shown in 
Igure 5 (In the picture the operator is lifting the 
victim by clasping -his hands under the victim's 
belly.) This will empty the water out of the 
windpipe and the larger tubes leading to the 
ungs. Spend little time upon this effort. Start 
.rtiflclal respiration at once." 
I advise the operator to spend no time on such 


monkeyshines. If th? life of the victim Is worth 
saving. Place the victim in the position Schaefer, 
he discoverer of the method, advises, and be- 
gin artificial respiration without one second's 
lelay. If the victim is properly disposed any 
water in the upper air passages will drain from 
he nose and mouth by gravity alone or it 'will 
be forced out by the first compression of the 
dctim's chest. This effect of gravity Is opposed 
or perhaps 
defeated if you place the victim's 


hand or anything else under the victim's face 
>r forehead. Nothing could sustain my teaching 
about this better than the fatal mistake In this 
itle green book. 
Beware of this mistake if ever you have to 


leal with" a case of drowning. It js comparatively 
rifling, but.life ha^igs on this trifle, jind no or- 
ganization Is justified in permitting one little ob- 
stacle to remain in the way of successful re- 
suscitation.

Food Calcium 


I have lived on everything except meat for a 


year and a half. Now my doctor .says my month 
Id baby must have lime- water to insure hard

not examine, him. but said my diet would lack

Answer—It you have,eaten fresh vegetables 


"reely, you have probably "obtained" enough cal- 
cium (lime). Meat is the type of food that Is 
notably poor in calcium. Fresh milk, cheese 
every kind), eggs, the greens, beans, peas, pea- 
nuts, carrots, cabbage, turnips, oranges and ap- 
iles, are rich in calcium. These items should be 
iberally eaten by the expectant mother and the 
nursing mother. I do not know whether lime 
water is assimilated as food: if it is. it scarcely 
ounts, for a pint of lime water contains little 
f any more lime (calcium) than a pint of milk 
ontains. You may help the process of assim- 
lation of food calcium (lime) by beginning now 
o give the baby a small dose of plain cod liver 
il daily, "say five or-~ten drops daily at first. 
Week by week increase this dose a few drops, 


.t the age of six months the baby should take 


a teaspoonful or more daily. Continue more or 
ess throughout the first year. After the age of 
>ne year an infant does not require cod liver 
>il ordinarily. The yelk of egg probably comes 
next to cod liver oil in the diet of the baby, for 
he purpose of insuring normal calcium meta- 
xrtism—and incidentally preventing rickets. A 
good way to give babies their cod liver oil ration 
s by mixing the dose with a little fresh fruit 
ulce—any fresh fruit juice, or fresh tomato juice. 
»r even the juice of factory canned tomato. Such 
ulce provides. In addition, the vitamin required 
o prevent scurvy. Probably all of these effects 
may be obtained as well If the nursing mother 
akes the cod liver oil. or the calcium rich diet, 
>r the fruit or vegetable Juice, in her "diet: so 
ong as she nurses the baby. It is when the bim- 
K> has to shift for himself that he is out of luck 
n reference to his vitamins and tjie like, unless 
lis room knows a thing or two more than-moth- 
irs used to know.

Washington, D. C. — The 
close

traffic regulation 
and

AVith the former Secretary of the 


Dcjartment of Commerce, the man 
who abhors waste, at Its head, the 
National Conference on Street and 
Highway Safety 
composed of 
re- 


presentatives of ten associations' in- 
erested in public safety, has un- 
covered certain facts that will make 
jusiness men sit up and take notice 
Whereas they, have always thought 
that^tnost Urban traffic regulations 
witb;Vcon%equeijt 
one-way 
afreets 


and numerous prohibitions tended 


drive trade -froin their houses, it 


s made apparent that lack of such 
tends for congestion and enormous 
money loss. 


However, business men will 
not 


quarrel if primarily, 
in this in- 


stance, Herbert Hoovers desire to 
eliminate waste is 
humanitarian. 


He opposes the waste of lives. With 
an annual toll of life from traffic 
accidents approximating 25,000 and 
s<?rious injuries numbering- twenty- 
five or thirty for everv life lost, ev- 
eryone is concerned. 


As when he brought about the 


standardization of beds, bricks, and 
screws, he abhors waste of money. 
With an' annual property loss ot 
600 million dollars due to vehicle 
mix-ups, and the annual cost of 
:raffic 
congestion 
amounting 
to 


two billion dollars, those with a 
comprehension of dollars .and cents 
should take an interest in tackling 
;he problem. It has been said that 
justness men pay a congestion tax 
arger than their regular taxes. The 
cost of wasted time of Vehicles and 
lersons due to congestion amounts 
daily to a million dollars~in New 
York and more than a half million 
in Chicago. 


The Improved designs of motor 


vehicles and the education of pedes- 
rians and drivers have both contri- 
buted to the protection of-life anC 
have improved 
traffic 
conditions. 


However, the National 
Conference 


on Street and Highway Safety has 
concentrated on the establishing of 
uniform laws throughout the Unit- 
ed States as a means of promoting 
the security of persons and proper- 
ty, and 
facilitating traffic mox'e- 


mcnt. Their work has been divided 


into two parts, the- first, already 
completed, for state regulation and 
the second, nearly ready for publi- 
cation, for municipal. 


STATE REGULATIONS FIN- 


ISHED 


Two years ago a set of 
proposed 


acts known as the Uniform Vehicle 
Code, formulated after for reaching 
investigation and many conferenc- 
es, was issued as a pattern for state 
laws. Ten States have adopted as 
a whole or in part this four-ply rope 
which will guide in the labyrinth of 
traffic. The strands are 
proposed 


registration, 
anti-theft, 
operator's 


and chauffeur's, licensing, ,and, the- 
operation of vehicles on. the, higb-L 
ways acts. ' Pennsylvania-.'-' adopted' 
the code almost in its entirety,- and 
three or four States adopted it ex- 
cept for the act requiring the lic- 
ensing of operators. 


There are still some who dispute 


the worth of that kind of regula- 
tion. Many States in 
the 
Middl* 


West and South refuse to consider 
it. However, recent statistics seem 
to demonstrate the value 
of this 


recommended legislation. 


Although there has been a great- 


er increase in automobile registra- 
tion in the 
Northeastern 
States 


where there is compulsory licensing, 
the Increase in -the number of au- 
tomobile fatalities has not been so 
large as in those Middle Western 
States which do not require it. In 
six years such fatalities 
increased 


64 per cent iq the 
States 
from 


Maryland to Maine, 100 per cent in 
Ohio, Indiana, /Illinois, 
Michigan, 


Minnesota, Missouri, Kansas, arid 
Nebraska and 230 per cent in _Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, 
South 
Caroline. 
Kentucky. 


Tennessee, Mississippi, and Louisi- 
ana. 


Representatives of the same as- 


sociations which backed the formu- 
lating of the Uniform Vehicle Code 
have been working on the composi- 
tion of ordinances which will bene- 
fit not only some 3000 towns and 
cities throughout the country, but 
the tourists who now suffer because 
of the maze of conflicting regula- 
tions.

READY

ances of 100 cities in the United 
States, the committee met in Wash- 
ington last December to make a 
first draft of the proposed pattern. 
This has been submitted pattern, 
the country for criticism and sug- 
gestions and at a meeting held re- 
cently, was further 
revised. The

pedestrians to wait for the go sign 
or light at regulated crossings. 


Throughout the code such options 


are afforded, because the purpose of 
the conference is to establish uni- 
form ordinances,, and it is believed 
wise not to defeat this purpose by 
being so narrow tbat municipalities 
will reject the whole. 


Aside from the standardization of 


regulations another benefit derived 
is the careful wording of the ar- 
ticles and sections.

The best sources 
of it in foods which are appetizing 
are butter, whole milk, yolk of egg, 
spinach, water cress, lettuce, celery 
leaves, turnip tops, beet tops, radish 
tops and carrots. It also is abund- 
ant in liver, 
kidney and 
sweet- 


breads. 


Deficiency in vitamins, it has been 


found, retards growth and impairs 
health, while the presence of these

sugar content of the beets. The first 
of the tests was begun on Sept. 1. 
Twenty-five fields scattered 
about 


the counties mentioned were tested. 
The last test showed that the sugar 
content is unusually high and that 
harvesting may begin about the last 
of the week. 


The inspection of the fields at the 


time the last tests were made is the 
basis of estimated yields ranging from 
10 to 14 tons of beets to the acre, 
but some growers are predicting 
even greater yields.

Peters. 


Although the acreage of sugar 


beets in the 
territory
